This is one of H items of complaint which a group of 
students in the Etsa-Edcouch area have cited as being "dis- 
criminatory" in nature. 

It wvuld seem lo us that it is nai only reasonable but ex- 
tremc.y persuasive thai tbe lue of English during the school 
day ihouid be encouraged. This is not a matter of "dis- 
crimination" but simply a method of trying to improve the 
student's fluency in the language which happens to be the 
prevalent and official one of the county in which he is living. 

Among the its!, as opposed y> apparent, disadvantages'! 
of the "disadvantaged" people of this country is difficulty i 
with the English language. Anyone with an obvious acJ nag- ; l 
jvng deficiency in the use of Eiipiish is. in this country, at 
a di«". iiki disadvantage, no! because of cscrlminruion (ii.-ing 
that word as a synonym for prejudice c>r b'.zs) but because 
that person lacks a very basic tool for his own well-being.

On November 15, 1968, a source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that Alber,t«*Rojas, a 
representative of the United Farm Workers Organizing 
Committee (UFWOC), has obtained a permit for a march to be 
held on November 23, 1968, at Pittsburgh. The source further 
advised that the march was to begin in the Hill District, a 
predominently Negro section of Pittsburgh, and, proceed to an 
area of downtown Pittsburgh known as point Park. According 
to the source, the aim of the UFWOC is to gain union recogni- 
tion for grape pickers in California, and as a means to that 
end, Rojas has been in Pittsburgh for sometime organizing a 
campaign to discourage the use of California grapes. The 
source advised there were indications that civil disobedience 
might occur during the march. 

On November 23, 1968, a second source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that at 
about 10:55 All, on November 23, 1968, a parade of approximately 
128 individuals composed of both blacks and whites marched 
from the Hill District of Pittsburgh to Point Park in down- 
town Pittsburgh. The source further advised that the march 
was led bv Albert Ro^as a representative of the UFWOC and 
was held in support of the California grape pickers and their

national grape boycott. Along the way, the marchers delayed 
their parade to walk three tines around the Hendel Fruit 
Market, which is located at the intersection of Forbes 
Avenue and Market Street. This was done to protest that 
Market's selling of California grapes.

To break the farm workers' strike, Antle secured an injunction to prohibit the " 
union, the United Farm Workers Oroanizin" Committee.* from Dickettinq, leaflettino, 
or tatkinq to his employees. A similar iniunctiqWf>rohibits the union from boycott- 
ing Eud Antle products and in fact orders CesartChavez, union director, to public- 
ly announce that neonle should buv Bud Antle. oroiucts. Chavez has recused and so 
has been summoned to court December 4th to show iause why he should not immediately 
be imprisoned for contemnt of court. 

Dow has created a showdown with the farm workers who are trvino to defend their 
rionts as men. They are readv. Sunnort the farm workers in their liberation struaole 
anainst corporate aqri -business.
